5 killed in Maryland 
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BALTIMORE — Five people were killed and at 
least two others were injured in a shooting Thurs- 
day at the Capital Gazette newspaper in Annapolis 
in what appeared to be one of the deadliest attacks 
on journalists in U.S. history, authorities said. 

Police said the suspect, Jarrod W. Ramos, 38, used 
a shotgun in the afternoon attack and is in custody. 

“This was a targeted attack on the Capital 
Gazette,” said Anne Arundel County Deputy Police 
Chief William Krampf. “This person was prepared 
today to come in. He was prepared to shoot people.” 

Ramos had a long-standing dispute with the 
newspaper, according to law enforcement sources 


familiar with the investigation. 


His dispute with the paper began in July 200 
when a columnist covered a criminal harassment 


case against him. 


In 2012, Ramos brought a defamation lawsuit 
against the columnist and the paper’s former editor 
and publisher. In 2015, Maryland’s second-highest 
court upheld a ruling in favor of the Capital Gazette 
and a former reporter who were accused by Ramos 


of defamation.

Governor foes hold Florida-light debate 


Putnam and DeSantis 
face off in Kissimmee

KISSIMMEE — The top Re- 
publican candidates for governor 
faced off on a national stage in a 
Fox News debate Thursday night, 
though many issues important to 
Florida failed to make the cut. 

Agriculture Commissioner Ad- 
am Putnam and U.S. Rep. Ron De- 
Santis mostly stuck to their cam- 
paign themes before an often rau-

cous crowd at the Gaylord Palms 
Resort & Convention Center in 
Kissimmee, with DeSantis repeat- 
edly mentioning his endorsement 
by President Donald Trump and 
Putnam accusing DeSantis of run- 
ning his campaign on TV from

“The governor of Florida is also 
a prize, but you must be present to 
win,” said Putnam, who touted his 
“Florida First” campaign focused 
on state issues such as the econo- 
my. 
DeSantis, R-Palm Coast, called 
himself the “principled and prov- 
en conservative” in the race and 
warned against letting “insiders in 
Tallahassee choose the next can- 
didate?

FEMA, HUD chided 
in last-ditch aid push

Fifteen Democrats in Con- 
gress are urging two federal 
agencies to extend and expand 
aid for displaced Puerto Ricans 
in Florida, claiming the agencies 
have “abandoned” the housing 
needs of evacuees. 

“The financial strain result- 
ing from a lack of affordable 
housing has already begun to 
force families into homeless- 
ness and as more Puerto Ricans 
return home, these numbers 
will undoubtedly rise,’ the law- 
makers wrote in a letter 
Wednesday to Brock Long, the 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency’s Administrator, 
and Ben Carson, the federal De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development’s Secretary. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Sen. Bill Nel- 
son, D-Fla., took to the Senate 
floor Thursday to urge the ex- 
pedited passage of a relief bill, 
which was rejected.

Days before he died in a po- 
lice standoff — in which he 
killed four children, two of them 
his own, and wounded an Or- 
lando officer — Gary Wayne 
Lindsey Jr. told his probation 
officer that his top goal was self- 
improvement. 

“Getting life back on track 
and organized,” he wrote in a 
monthly supervision report 
dated June 7. 

The Florida Department of 
Corrections on Thursday re- 
leased a batch of records docu- 
menting its supervision of Lind- 
sey, who was on probation for a 
2008 arson arrest in Volusia 
County. 

The documents included 
notes from Lindsey’s probation 
officers dating back to April 
2015, which show he moved sev- 
eral times between then and his 
June 1 death during a standoff 
with police at the Westbrook
